and twenty male crows. Next year 
he expects to have 2000 of them on 
hand. They will be carefully pro¬ 
tected from»hunters and liberally fed, 
so that they will not wander from 
home aud devastate the corn fields of 
the farmers in the surrounding coun¬ 
try. The greater number of them 
will be confined in a large wire-cov¬ 
ered territory.

Reports received from the Arctic 
district, 300 miles north of Nome, 
Alaska, show that the district prom¬ 
ises to be almost a greater producer 
of gold than Nome.
